= Erzard Gilpin was borne at Kentmire in 
74 the County of Weſtmorland in the yeare 
242 of our Lord 15 17. of anancient and hono- 
t>\V0 rable family, being the ſon of Edwin Git- 
SR 7 pim,theelder brother of which E awin was 
Em an inthe battle of 55/werrh, being heire 
u the fifth deſcent to Richard Grlpm,who inthe Raignof 
King /eb»-was enfeoffed in the Lordſhip of Kentmere hall 
by the Baron of Kendal! for his ſingular deſerts both in 
peace and warre. This was that Ricvard Gilp:n who ſlew 
the wilde Boote, that rageing in the mountaines adioy-= 
ning, as ſometimes did'that of £rementkas, had much in- 
dammaged the Country-people : whence it'ts that the 
Gulpres 1n their Coate Armes gine the Boore. The Mo- 
ther of Bernard Gilpin was Margaret the Daughter of 
Wellinns L aton of Delamain in ({ #mberland,a tran of an an- 
cient houſe, -and a family famous in that warlike age, as 
from whence had ſprung many right valiant Gentle= 
Mmen. , 1 . 
- This Bernard being yeta very childe gaue teſtimony 
of future holineſſe ypon this occaſion. A certaine beg- 
ging Frier the better to diſpoſe the hearts of the people 
toliberality towards him, profeſſed himſelfe a Zeatons 
Preacher: - howbeit the Friers of thoſe dayes;,” and' that 
ranke were bata ſordid and: diſhoneft people, ſome of 
thei, yeathe greateſt part labouring for-a'forime of holi= 
nefſe, but denying the powerofit in ther thues and con-

verſations, whereas others of them retained not ſo much 
as an outſide thereof. This wandriag companion was 
come vponthe Saturday to the ho.ule of this Gepins Fa- 
ther, as purpoſing to preach the next morrow being the 
Lords day; where he was enterteined reſpe tiuely e- 
nough : tor at that time it wasa ſinne vnpardonable to- 
offend the leaſt of theſe locuſts. The holy Frier at ſupper 
time catelike a glutton, and like a beaſt could not giue 0- 
ver toffing the pot, vatill beingovercome with drinke 
he expoled himſelfe a ſhameſull ſpeRacle to fo chaſt and 
ſobera famiiy. But in the morning as if he had beene 
ſome young Saint lately dropped from heaven, he cauſeth 
the Bell to towle to the Sermon, andin the midit there- 
of bluſtering out certaine good words, he prelumed to 
grow hot againſt ſome ſinnes of the time, and amongſt 
the reſt to thunder bouldly againſt drunkennefle. Young 
Ge/pmo who had but newly got the vie of his torigue, ha- 
ving obſerved (asit ſeemed) the hatefull baſeneſſe of the 
man by his overſight the night before, and. now hearing 


the beaſt cry out ſo loud againſt theſe crimes which him- 


ſelfe had ſo lately beene guilty of, as he was. ſitting neere 
to his Mothers lap in the Church ſodainly crieth out in 
theſe words : O'Mother, doe you heare how this fellow: 
dare ſpeak againſt drunkennoſſe, who was drunke jhim- 
felfe yeſtermight at our houſe ? | The Mother made ſpec 
to ſtop the childes mouth with her hand, that he might 


{peake no further. After this the parencs of the boy per- - 


cctving, his diſpoſition by many evident teſtimonies 
were diligently carcfull to make him a ſcholler. He had a 
{choolfellow one Edwis Airy whom afterwards he loyed 
intirely for his good diſpoſition and approoved honeſty, 
bur G«lpis did farre excell the reſt in acuteneſſe of wit. 
Having therefore with great approbation paſled his time 
im the Grammar-{choole, he is by his parents, (who had 
now conceived Font hope of their ſonne) ſent to Oxford, 
At that time in Oxford both learning and Relligion were 


in all things out of joynt,and over-grown with the ruſt of

Barbariſme. And nov was young G«/pis fixtecne yeares, 
of age at his comming to Oxfora, being in the. yeare of 
our Lord 1533. Being entred in Queenes Colledge, he - 
profited wondrouſly 1n humane learning ; He became, as 
almoſt all the good wits of that time yery convertant in. 
the writings of Era/mne. He fell very cloſe to the ftudy 
Logick and Philolophy, wherein he was -ob{crved to 
grow excellent, and to beare away the bell in ſchooles, 


| Headded to this his humane learning,the ſingular know- 


ledge of the Greeke and Hebrew, wherein he made vie 
of the aſliſtance-and friendhip of one Neele, betwixt 
whom and this G «pm was growne much famillarity by 
the athnity of their ſtndies. This Ne«te was a Fellow of 
New-Colledge,and afterwards Profeſſour of the Hebrew 
in O-xferd.And now after fome few yeares carefully ſpent 
in theſe ſtudies Gi/pis began to be ſo famous, and ſo be- 
loved in Oxferd, that there was hardly any place of pre- 
ferment for a ſchoiler, whereof the eminency of Gupsng 
yertue had not rendred him worthy in the publick eſti- 
mation. There was then an enquiry made for men of 
more then ordinary learning and tame, who might make 
vpa number of tchollers in Chriſt-Church at that time 


' newly begun, - and honour it with the commendation of 


learning. Amongſttheſe was our Gz/pm one of the firſt 
eleted. At thattime he had not fully attained to truth 
and ſincerity in Relligion, as having beene alwayes in- 
ſtructed in the traditions of the Church of Rome; for in 
thoſe dayes the moſt part of men did not regulate their 
Relligionand piety by the rule ot Gods word, but accor- 
ding ro the Traditions of their Fathers received from 
hand to hand. His minde although diſpoſed to holineſſe 
did for a while remaine in darkneſle, and being oyer- 
clouded with preiudiciall reſpeRts laboured vnder the 
burthen of ſuperſtition not without ſome ſhadow of An- 
riquity z being more carneſt againſt yices and corruptt- 
onsof the time, then againſt the traditions of the Fathers. 
Therefore at that time A # {cemed a great bag 
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4 Theilife of Bernard Gilpin. - 
oftheTopiſh Religion. 'He held difpuration publickly 
againſt lun tooper, who was afterwards Biſhop of #»r- 
cefter, and at the laſt aglorious Martyr of -Chrilt. After 
the death of King Hemrythe eight, when Edward the {ixt 
was King, Peter e Mertyr induced by the piety and Mu- 
nificence ofſuch-a Prince read the Divinity LeAure 4n 
Oxford. Againſt whom the Sophitters indeavoured to 
make oppoſition, Chedſey, Weſton, and Morgan, who 
defired alſo todraw in Gipin on their ſide, that by his 


adviſe and help they mightthe more diſtrat Peter Mar- 


tir : and the matteratlait came tothis-puſh, that Gilpin 
was producedto hou!d diſputation again{t the poſitions 
of Peter Martir. Vpon occaſion of which diſpute Glpire 
to the end that he might defend his cauſe in hand adven- 
tureth more diligently then . ordinary to examine the 
Scripturesand the auncient Fathers : And by how much 


- the more he ſtudied to defend:the cauſe whichhe had vn- 


dertaken, ſo much thelefle confidencehe began to have 
therein, becauſe he ſuppoſedthat he ought to ſtand for 
thetruth, which he ſtroue withall his might to diſcover 
and finde out. But whiles he was zealoufly ſearching for 
therrath; he began by little and little to haue a ſight of his 
owne errours. W hereupon Perer Marry was wont often 
to ſay, that he was not much troubled either for Weſtor, 
Morgan, or the like, but as for that G{pin, ( faith he) 1 
am very much mooved concerning him, for hedoth and 
ſpcaketh all things with an vpright heart. The reſt ſeeme 
to meto be men, who regard their bellies moſt of all, and 
being moſt vnconſtantare carried away as it were with 
every blaſt ofambition and covetonſnefſe. But Gupim-re- 
fting firmely vpon gravity of manners, and the teftimo- 
ny ofa moſt-landable life ſeemeth to honour with his 


Owne goodneffe 'the canſe- which he vadertaketh. Yea, 


and he did often pray vntoGodthat hewould be pleaſed 
at the laft to convert 'vnto his truth the heart- of Gilpen, 


beins1o imclinable to all honeſt defires. And doubtlefle 


God' heard theprayerof Peer Afertir ; For from that

time forward G«pin drew-neeretothe knowledge ofthe 
truth, notypona ſodaine, burtas himfelfe confefled by de- 
recs. i) | | 
h Peter Martir had much illuminated 'Oxford with the 
truth of Divinity and the knowledge:of humane learning. 
Whereupon Gi«pw refolved moreearneſtly toapply him- 
ſelte both by ſtudy and prayer:to-ſearch out the truth: To 
which purpoſe he determined/to put ir writing the dif- | 
putation which had beene betwixt himſelfe and Hooper, 
Burt inthe expreiling and vnfoulding of the faid contro- 
m_ he dwelt for atime vpon an accurate exa- 
mination of the points which he had refolvedto/confute, 
whiles heſearcheththemto the bottome, and regulateth 
the inſtitutions ofthe Church tothe authority of Scrip- 
ture, without which hewell vnder{tood that there could 
be no true Church at all, he felt himſelfe eaſily overcome, 
and was not ſory to be overcome'by the trith,- Thoſe 
draughts being foundamongttiMr.:Gipizs writings:re 
{eryed in -his private deske doe teſtifie his ingenuons 
and free okra , together with the power of the 
truth and Gods great:mercyin his converfion. 'Whiles 
he curiouſly pryeth intothe Popiſhrelligion, he was in- 
forced. to acknowledge that very many -exrours were 
crept 1nto-ther Church which hinder-and-obſcure - rhe 
matter of our ſalvatton,'1nlomuch that:they are no ſmall 
offence to as many as hunger and- thirſt after righteouſ- 
nefle andthe knowledge of the truth. He diſcovered ma- 
ny corruptions and changes of found dodtrine, he found 
notſo:much asa word touching {everSactramentsbefore 
Peter Lamband : ' and ctharthe vie of the' Supper was de- 
livered ynder one kinde oncly'contrary'toexprefſe Scrip- 
tures*hat Tranſubſtantiation was a-deviſe of the'Schoole- 
m2a : thatthedotrincof the worke wrought called O- 
pw aperatum,: wasnewlyviten 7 that rhe Maſſe was'tur- 
nedfromia Sacramznt tora Sacrifice: that in 'the Chnrch- 
whereinallthings'were ordeined tor 'the edification of

was:to be drawne onely from the holy Scriptures, but in 
the Councel of Trent he beheld humane traditions made 


- Equall with the Scriptures. And ſeeing he vnderſtood 
theſe traditionsto be nothing elſe but peeviſh and croſſe. 


Expoſitions of che holy Scriptures,deviſed by the Biſhops 
of Rome, andthruit in among the Necretall: Epiſtles, as 


. Alſo that the ſaid Decretall Epiſtles were meerely feigaed 
and ſuppoſitions, - as is confirmed by the teſtimonies dF 
- many learned men, and indeed by. the confeſſion of the 


very Papiſts thermſelues is acknowledged to be out of all 


"doubt, this-lo greata.confulionof.things being riſen in 


the Church intheſe latter ages enforced Gelpin now ear-

doubt whether the Pope might-not be that Antichriſt 
forerould inthe Scripninenatbdibe Popiſh Church plaint 


 Antichriſtian.

forſaken, or the Popeto be accounted Antichriſt, out of _ 


whoſe Church the Church of God. is called: forth by an

all theſe rhings/'vnto vs: We haue feenie already many

** anſwered with that viuall diſtintionofan Idol and an F- 


mage. Thar the Images of the Saints were not Idols, and 
ſo conſequently thar..the worſhipping of their Images 
was no Fae 'Mr. G«lpi replyed, there 1s no mention 
of an Idol in the ſecond commandemcnt, but.there is a 
prohibitioncof bowing before a graven Image, or the 
lIikeneſſe of any thing that is in heavenaboue, or in' the 
earth beneath, or.in the waters vnder:the .carth : where- 
ſoever they are, weare forbidden to fall downe before 
thelikeneſfſe of them. And what (faith he) maketh an 1- 
gol. The workeman frameth the ſimilitude of ſome man, 
the grave Image is not an Idol, but adozation maketh ic 
an Idol. Therctore the Apoſtle fairh, that an Idol is no- 
thing, becauſe there is but one God. In the opinion of 
the perſon adoring it ſcemeth to be ſomething, but that 
which the fancy of the party adoring apprehendeth is in- 
dcednothing in the worid : therefore Idolatry is when 
the worſhip due to- God onely is beſtowed vpon the 
creature.

Mr.G«pin did often profeſſe that when he lived among{h 
' the Papiſts, he had obſerved many things which had c- 
ranged his heart from that religion, He vnderitood 
that.a mans chiefeſt comfort conſiſted in the Article of iu» 
ſification, which Article he faw ſo. obſcured in Popery 
; That truaeconſolation was vtterly excluded. Therefore he 

did with all diligence enquire into the Scriptures and 
writings of the Fachers. Returning .into. Eng/ard in the 
dayes of Queene. Mar; he beheld: to his [great gricte the 
Church oppreſſed with blood and fire : and being placed 
by Biſhop Tou/tal in the Rekory of £ſi»gdon, he began 
t9 preach the word of God, and ſharply to taxe fome vi- 
ces whichthen raigned in the Church. He ptopounded 
the doctrine of falyation plainly and fonndly,which thing 
procured him. many back friends, eſpecially among the 
Clergy whoſe faults he had touched to the quick. There 
was at thattime amang the Clergy of the Biſhoprick of 
Durham one Touftall Parton of a Church in that Dio- - 
ccſſe. This manwas very hot agaialt Gipin,8& accuſed him 
. often to the Biſhop as an heretick , andone that deſerved 
to be burnt as other hereticks were. But theBiſhop cauld 
not indure to ſhed blood, andrherefore deal idly 5k

him,and preſerved him from the projeAs ofhisenemies. 
Thauc heard Anthoyy Carleron relate, (andhe at that time 
lived in the Biſhops houſe) that the Biſhops Chaplains 
at a certaine time had ſome diſcourſe with Ge/pim about 
Luther : and that oneof them had asked him what hee 


' thought of L#tber and his writings. Gi/pin confeſſed that 


had not read the writings of Lwther, Ipropormded vnte 
my ſelfe, (faid he) this courſe; firſt of all to ſearch the 
Scriptures diligently, and to-be acquainted with the ex- 


' poſitions ofthe Fathers vponthem.. Asfor the writings 


of the Neorerghes, Thaue onely looked vponthem : how- 
beit I refuſe them not whenand where they agree with 
the Auncicnts. -One of them commended Mr. Gelpmsre- 
ſolution, and faid, it would bewell with the Church, if 
all men would duely reſpet the writings ofthe Fathers: 
for then the vpſtart opinions of late writers would not 
fo much diſturbe the Church, ſach asare of theſe of Ly- 
ther. But Gelpomw ani{wered, if Neorereckes and late writers 
produce the opinions of the auncient Fathers, the novel. 
ty of the men 1s not to be di{dained, bur the antiquity of 
the dodtrine isto be reverenced. H 

They herenpon ſibtilly draw on Gelpin into a difpata« 
tion concerning the Sacrament of the Altar; propou 
therein two queſtions, the one concerning theRealFpre 
{ence, the other concerning Tranſubftantiation. Tonching 
the Reall preſence Gilpin confeſſed” that he had no vor 
ſtrong Argument wherewith inhismdgementhemight 
oppole the Reall prefence : For Huppole, (taithhe) cha 
thereinlicth-hid agreat myſtery, fach a one as is abote 
my capacity, rather to be adored then diſputed vpon.

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' Whiles Mr. Gulpinjlined-at Hewghrow he was touched 
with a care not of that pariſh onely but of- many more:

For 
theparſonages being inthe poſſeſſion of Laymen, there

to perfor meany.more# Thisdeſolation of the 'Church,

not to make vpthe breach wholy'( tor that was athing 
impoſſible for him to dooe.) but to doe this owne duty 
to the beſt of his indeauours, that thetruth may be pro- 
pagated;; and God glorified. Flis defolation -of the 
congregations appeared moſt of allvin- Northumberland 
. andthe ports adtoyning which are called Riddeſdale,and 
T indale, - For.in theſe quarters, eſpecially, inthat time, 
the word of God wasneuer heard of to be preached a- 
mongſt them but by Mr. Gupizs: Miniſtry. Sothat once 
a yeare it was his 'cuſtome to_ make'a tourney amongſt 
them. For which purpoſe: he would viually take the 
opportunity'of Chriſtmas Holidayes, when in refpet 
oFfroſt and{nowe other men wereloth'to travell. That 
time he liked beſt, becanſe then there came many Holy-

Church while men flept. Whereas you are grieved at 
the fall of Monaſteries and ſuppreſſion of Abbeys, I am 
ſory you ſhould be blinded in this caſe. For very many 
of your owne religion haue confeſled that they couid not 


' poſlibly ſubſiſt any longer, becauſe the cry of them like 


the cry of Sedome was aſcended into the cares of God. 
Their Sodomiticall crimes were ſo manifeſt that they 
could not be longer concealed, the Lord could indure 
thoſe wicked men no longer. But if you call to minde 
What enemies thole men were to the Miniſtry of the 
word of God, taking away moſt facrilegiouſly the main= 
tenance allowed for the Miniſters of the word, hardly 
leaving in the moſt Countries any one Reftory vnſpot- 
led, you would eaſily indge that thoſe men could not 
poſſibly ſtand and flouriſh any longer. This is the fruit 
of Luthers doQtrine, and the whole word of God truel 
preached, that God ſhall deſtroy that wicked one with 
the breath of his mouth. | 

Whereas you fay that he which commeth to God 
mult belieue,I wiſh you would conſider that thing right- 


ly, that faith and religion can never finde peace and quiet 


but in the ſacred word of God. Faith commeth by hea- 
ring,and hearing by the word of God. Whence it com- 
mcth that whoſo beleeyeth in Buls, Indulgences, Images, 
and many other vaine conſtitutions of men cannot poſſi- 
bly haue true faith. All thoſe things vaniſh away, where-
